war in E urope is having th e effect 


of advancing prices of imported arti­ 
cles, which, of course, will soon be­ 
come scarce because of cessation of 
imports, and it lias also tremendously 
advanced prices of products produced 
in this country in excess of home 
needs, even though the exportation of 
these commodities has been practical­ 
ly shut off. 
All delicacies that come from Eu­ 
rope, wines, liquors, some grades of 
tobacco, cheese, canned fish, fabrics 
and so forth, of which there is only 
a moderate supply 
in 
the 
United 
States and which cannot now be ob­ 
tained abroad, will go on advancing 
until the war ends or some means is 
devised for resuming foreign trade. 
Even such articles as bagging and 
tea. which comes from the Orient, and 
of coffee, most of which comes from 
Brazil, have advanced, because most 
of the ships carrying these commodi­ 
ties sail under the flags of belligerent 
nations and therefore are subject to 
capture by an enemy. 
Sugar has risen because I be war 
must greatly entail the amount pro­ 
duced next, year in the beet sugar re­ 
gions of Europe. 
There is no ^resent 
scarcity’ of sugar. 
The advance is 
wholly speculative. 
W heat is up twenty cents a bushel 
from the low level of the year and 
most, of this advance is directly due 
to the war. 
Flour, 
of 
course, lias 
risen correspondingly. 
An anomalous 
condition prevails in the wheat trade. 
Tile United States bas produced this 
y'ear a surplus of 300 million bushels 
in excess of home needs, and the ex­ 
portation of wheat has almost ceased 
on account of the risks of r,hipping 
and the difficulties involved in ex­

obtaining

shipped. Gulf ports and the railroads 
leading there are blocked witii wheat 
that has been sold for export, chiefly

nations. 
W heat is 
piling up at market center-.

go on increasing. 
Despite these con­ 
ditions, which, normally would put 
prices down, the market bas advanced 
wildly'. 
W heat sold down almost to 
70 cents in Kansas City last month. 
It, is above 90 cents now. 
The reason is that nearly every­ 
body is convinced that ultimately Eu­ 
rope must find some means of obtain­ 
ing and paying for wheat regardless 
of price. 
Another reason is that the 
war will prevent the fall planting in 
the warring nations and cause a big 
shortage in next year's world’s wheat 
crop.

The Humane society has issued the 
following list of hot weather sugges­ 
tions for teamsters; 
1. ijocd ligh’ly and drive slowly. , 
2. Stop in the shade if possible. 
3. Waler your horses as often as 
possible. 
So long as a horse is work­ 
ing, water iii moderate quantities will 
net hurt him, but let him drink only 
a few swallows if he is to stand still. 
4. When he conies in from work. 
sponge off the harness marks and 
sweat, his eyes, his nose and mouth. 
aud the dock. ^*'ash his lect hut not 
his legs. 
5. If the thermometer is 75 degrees 
or higher, wipe him all over w ith'a 
wet sponge, but do not turn tho hose 
on him. 
6. Saturi ay night give him a bran 
mash. 
7. Do not use a horsenat, unless it 
is a canopy-top hat. 
The ordinary 
bell-siiaped Hat does oui re harm than 
good. 
8. A sponge on top of the head, or 
even a cloth, is good if kept wet. 
If 
dry it is worse than nothing. 
9. If the horse is overcome aby heat. 
get him i ito the shade, remove har­ 
ness and bridle, wash out his mouth, 
sponge him all over. 
Cool his head 
at once, using cold water. 
10. lf the horse is off his feet, try 
him with two quarts of oats 
mixed 
with bran, and a little water; and 
add a little suit. Or give him oatmeal 
gruel or barley water to drink. 
11. Watch your horse, 
If he stops 
sweating suddenly, or if he breathes 
short and quick, or if his ears droop. 
or if he stands with his legs braced 
sideways, he is in danger of a heat 
or sunstroke and needs attention at 
once. 
12. If it is so hot that the horse 
sweats in the stable at night, tie him 
outside. 
Unless he cools off during 
the night, he cannot well stand the 
next day’s heat.

Excellent Fertilizers. 


Save your weed aches. 
If you are 
Durning oak wood your ashes will be 
ieh with potash, although the fir 
.shes 
contain 
considerable 
potash, 
these 
ashes, 
according 
to 
Better 
’^ruit, should be kept so that they 
are not leached out. 
When applied 
around 
young tre-s early 
in 
the 
spring they are found to be excellent * 
fertilizers. 
There is something about 
them that seems to be especially 
suited to tree growth and they often 
>eem to stimulate a growth which is 
^rcat^r than the food value of the 
ashes would seem to indicate. 
The ashes can he applied around 
the trees in the early spring. A quart 
of them to a young tree would be 
sufficient. 
It is much better than to 
heap up large amounts around the 
trees. 
It is even better to sow the 
ashes broadcast. 
We are very waste­ 
ful of what fertilizing materials we 
secure on our farms. 
All material 
should be saved. 
It is better to haul 
out the manure from the barns as 
coon as it accumulates. Do not let it 
stand around the barns where it be­ 
comes leached. 
Hen manure is very rich in nitrogen 
and all of this should be reserved for 
use on the strawberry bed, vegetable 
garden or the old orchard. It should 
be used in moderate amounts, as it is 
a very strong stimulant.
